The _ begins with a Low Voice, Such 
an one, theAdvocate, whifpered to one of his Friends 
within my hearing, that your Eminence was a very 
great Poultron ; and after having given his Patron 
time to take it down, adds, that another called him 
a Mercenary Rafcalin a Publick Converfation. The 
Cardinal replies Very well, and bids him goon, The 
Spie proceeds, and loads him with Reports of the 
fame Nature, till the Cardinal rifes in great Wrath, 


‘calls him an impudene Scoundrel, and kicks him 


out of the Room. 


It is. obferved of great and heroic Minds, that 
they have not only fhewn a particular Difregard to 
thofe unmerited Reproaches which have been catt 
upon ’em, but have been altogether free from that 
Impertinent Curiofity of Enquiring after them, or 
the poor Revenge of refenting them. The Hiftories 
of Alexander and Cefar are full of this kind of In- 
ftances.

Dionyfias,the Tyrant of Sicily, had a Dungeon 
which wasa‘very curious Piece of Archite€ture; and — 
of which, as | am informed, there are ftilk_to be 
feen fome Remains in that Ifland. It was called 
Dionyfius’s Ear, and buiit with feveral little Wind- 
ings and Labyrinths in the form of a real Ear. The 
Stru@ure of it made it a kind of whifpering Place, 
but fuch a one as gathered the Voice of him 
that fpoke into a Funnel, which was placed at the 
very Top of it. The Tyrant uitd to lodge all 
his State Criminals, or thofe whom he fuppoted to 
be engaged togetherin any Evil Defigns upon him, 
in this Dungeob. He had at the fame time an A- 
partment over it, whete he ufed to apply himfelf to 
the Funnel, and by that means over-hear every 
thing that-was whiflpered in the Dungeon, I believe 
one may venture toaffirm, that aCwfar oran Alex- 
ander would rather have died by the Treafon, than 
have ufed fuch dilingenuous Means for the detecting 
of it.
